Final 1979 Home Game—Salute To The Seniors 
Seniors Bow Out Today In Lincoln as Huskers Host ISU 


Nebraska’s 25 seniors will take the field for the last time 
this afternoon in Lincoln as Tom Osborne's Huskers host 
the Iowa State Cyclones, coached by first year mentor 
Donnie Duncan. 

For the season, Nebraska is 9-0 overall—ranked No. 2 in 
the country—and 5-0 in the Big 8, tied for first place with 
Oklahoma. Iowa State is 3-6 overall and 2-3 in the Big 8. 
good for a fourth place tie with Missouri and Kansas. 

Last week, Nebraska had to come from behind and beat 
Kansas State, 21-12, at Manhattan, while Iowa State lost to 
Missouri, 18-9, at Ames. 

Against KSU, the Huskers’ Offensive Player of the Game 
was junior fullback Andra Franklin, who rushed six times 
for 54 yards—a 9.0 average—and scored once. Franklin's 
blocking also helped junior I-Back Craig Johnson get 102 
yards on 21 carries. 

The Cornhuskers’ Defensive Player of the Game against 
the ‘Cats was senior left end Lawrence Cole. Cole did it 
all—he had 10 tackles, including eight unassisted, one 
stop behind the line for a four yard loss, one fumble recov- 
ery, one pass broken up and one pass interception that he 
returned 60-vards for a touchdown in the first period. 

Against Missouri, the Cyclones were paced by freshman 
tailback Dan Goodwin and senior quarterback Terry Rub- 
ley. Goodwin, from Omaha, scored on a two yard run in 
the fourth quarter, gained 86 yards on 24 carries and 
caught five passes for 29 yards. Rubley was 19 for 36 
through the air, with one intercepted, for 167 yards. 

Osborne, now in his seventh season as the Huskers’ head 
coach, is 64-16-2, for a winning percentage of .793, making

him one of the winningest coaches in the nation. Against 
ISU, Osborne is 4-2. 


Duncan is no stranger to NU fans, as from 1973-78, he 
was an assistant coach at Oklahoma. 

Leading the Husker senior contingent are captains, 
split-end and punter Tim Smith and Cole. The other 
seniors are: kicker Dean Sukup, defensive back Paul 
Letcher, quarterback Tim Hager, wingback Kenny Brown, 
defensive back Mark LeRoy. running back Tim Wurth, I- 
Back I. M. Hipp, linebackers John Ruud and Tom Vering, 
center Jeff Bloom, middle guard Kerry Weinmaster, defen- 
sive tackle Rod Horn, center Kelly Saalfeld, offensive 
tackle Dan Steiner, guard Paul] Potadle. middle guard 
Oudious Lee. guard John Havekost. offensive tackle Mark 
Goodspeed, guard Dan Rice, tight end Junior Miller, de- 
fensive end Gordon Thiessen and defensive tackles, Dan 
Pensick and Bill Barnett. 

Going into today’s game, the senior group has an im- 
pressive combined won-loss record of 21-6-0, since the 
1977 season. Those years also include one Big 8 title 
(1978). an Orange Bow] ('79) and Liberty Bowl (’77) ap- 
pearance and two Top 10 national rankings. No. 8 in 1978 
and No. 10 in ‘77. 

Nebraska leads the Husker-Cyclone series 54-14-2, Last 
year on Oct. 7 in Ames. NU beat Iowa State 23-0. 

So as the Husker seniors prepare for their last game in 
Lincoln, NU fans welcome Duncan and his staff, along 
with the Cyclone players and their fans, to the 105th con- 
secutive sellout in Memorial Stadium.

Law 
College

The court chamber is crowded for 
the opening of the first case on the 
trial docket. One familiar with the 
legal profession in Lancaster County, 
Nebraska, would have no difficulty 
recognizing the judge, the court of- 
ficers, and the attorneys for the parties 
as they take their usual places. 

It might appear to be a typical 
trial—until the first exhibit is placed 
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on an evidence pedestal which rises 
out of the floor, or a close-up of the 
first witness appears on T.V. screens 
before the jury members in the jury 
box. And, surprisingly, most of the 
spectators are law students. 

Is this the product of an over- 
imaginative movie director's mind? A 
purely fanciful look into a crystal 
ball? No, it's the “Courtroom of the 
Future,” which for the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln College of Law 
soon will become the reality of the 
present. 

The courtroom, made possible by a 
major gift from Ross McCollum of 
Pasadena, Calif., is to be constructed 
as an annex to the present College of 
Law building, according to John W. 
Strong, dean of the College. 

“We hope,” Strong said, “it will be 
a modern facility with everything in it 
you'd hope to find in a courthouse— 
and maybe things you wouldn't think 
to hope for.’ The round room will ac- 
commodate audiovisual equipment as 
well as incorporating the pedestal and 
closed-circuit TV features described. 
The TV monitors may be used by the 
jury to view videotaped statements, 
depositions, and documents and to 
better see the evidence on the pedes- 
tal. 

The courtroom is to assist the stu- 
dents in learning as they conduct 
practice trials and observe mock and 
actual trials by the federal and possi- 
bly other courts. The U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the 8th Circuit heard 
three cases at the school last April. 

Meanwhile, the College of Law has 


provided UNL with a new hall, even 
though no additional buildings have 
been constructed. On Sept. 8, 1978, 
the College of Law Building was re- 
named Ross McCollum Hall in honor 
of the man whose contributions of 
more than $2 million will make pos- 
sible the plans for the new courtroom 
as well as other projects. 


Belief in Values 


McCollum, founder and first presi- 
dent of the National Oil Co., became 
interested in the Nebraska program 
through his attorney, Sherman S. 
Welpton, Jr., an NU College of Law 
alumnus. The courtroom will be 
named in honor of Welpton. Accord- 
ing to The Nebraska Transcript, the 
student-alumni publication of the 
Law College, one reason for McCol- 
lum’s donation was that he believes 
“the solid values of the American 
Midwest which are represented by the 
school, the state and its youth need to 
be recognized and fostered.” 

Dean Strong also believes in fos- 
tering the development of Nebraska 
youth, He sees the law school’s goal as 
twofold: “to ensure a continuing sup- 
ply of law-trained persons to meet the 
needs of the state,’ and to provide 
“the opportunity for high-quality 
legal education for Nebraska residents 
at an affordable costs.’ He aims for 
“national prominence through re- 
gional emphasis’’—achieving excel- 
lence in areas of teaching of concern 
to the state. 

To this end, Strong said, the College

Library gifts appropriate tribute 
in memory of outstanding law alumnae

In memory of Rebecca Glover, attorney-at-law, whose dedica- 
tion to the College of Law and the Law Library is an inspiration 


to all alumni and to her profession. 


A UNL College of Law graduate 
who died in a tragic automobile acci- 
dent last March provided unique as- 
sistance to the College of Law library 
while she was still a student. 

That's why it is particularly fitting 
that Rebecca Glover be memorialized 
in a Memorial Law Library Fund es- 
tablished in her name. The fund has 
been started by Miss Glover's family 
and other contributors, including 
classmates from her Law College 
Class of 1976. 

Miss Glover made several contribu- 
tions to the College and the legal pro- 
fession while still a student. By or- 
ganizing the Women's Law Caucus at 
the College and serving as its presi- 
dent for two years, she assisted mate- 
tially in giving structure and focus to 
the contribution women would make 
to the law school experience and, 
upon graduation, to the profession. 

Rebecca's talent for recognizing a 
need for change and organizing the 
efforts of herself and others to accom- 
plish that change became of direct 
benefit to the College when she dis- 
covered, as a first year law student, 
that the law library was critically 


short of materials necessary to enable 
students to complete their assign- 
ments. With characteristic speed and 
directness she organized a campaign 
to secure additional funding for the 
library. This campaign required her to 
make several appearances at Univer- 
sity administrative meetings, meet- 
ings of the Board of Regents, and fi- 
nally, before the Appropriations 
Committee of the Nebraska Legisla- 
ture. 


Challenge Remains 


Through her efforts and with the 
help of several Senators, the struggle 
to obtain additional state financial 
support for the law library was suc- 
cessful with the addition of a special 
$50,000 line item to the 1974-75 Uni- 
versity budget which was earmarked 
for the law library. 

The challenge Rebecca Glover met 
so successfully while still a law stu- 
dent is one that remains before the 
UNL College of Law today. 

Although the UNL Law Library is 
the largest law library in the state, 


current and predicted future levels of 
state financial assistance threaten to 
prevent the library from keeping pace 
with this change, even at a time when 
the complexity and scope of the law is 
increasing at an unparallelled rate. 

Since 1977, a grossly dispropor- 
tionate share of the total library 
budget has been used to insure that 
the existing collection is kept up to 
date by purchasing annual sup- 
plements. Very little funding is avail- 
able to allow the library to expand its 
collection by purchasing newly pub- 
lished books and monographs. 

If the library is to keep pace with 
the demands for service being placed 
upon it, approximately 80 percent of 
each budget should be used for 
maintaining the currency of the col- 
lection, with 20 percent being allotted 
for acquisition of new books and 
monographs. 

Those who wish to assist the UNL 
College of Law in its continuing effort 
to update and enhance its library 
facilities may contribute to the Re-

he day was March 26, the Monday 

that Michigan State and Indiana 

State played for the NCAA basket- 
ball championship in Salt Lake City. It 
also was the day that Missouri became 
the preseason favorite in the 1980 Big 
Eight race. 

Coach Norm Stewart was on the 
phone that day talking to a kid from St. 
Louis named Steve Stipanovich, who 
had just given his word that he would 
sign a letter of intent with Missouri. 

“The first thing he (Stewart) said was 
that we were going to win the NCAA 
championship, but we also were going 
to have a good time,’ Stipanovich re- 
lated to a reporter. 

Stewart got another commitment that 
day from another blue-chip prospect, 
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Colorado's Craig Austin 


guard Jon Sundvold from Blue Springs, 
Mo. If these two players are as good as 
advertised, the Big Eight has a new 
power. 

The 6-11 Stipanovich averaged 24.8 
points and 12.7 rebounds while leading 
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DeSmet to a second straight Missouri 
state championship. With Stipanovich 
setting career school records for points 
scored, rebounds, field goals, free

He may 
never do another important public 
thing in his lifetime, but he will never be 
forgotten by those who saw him or read 
about him winning the Big Game. That 
so many little men do arrive on these 
occasions is in itself a tribute to the 
special significance the Big Games have 
for so many of us. 

There is one person who can be for- 
given if he takes little pleasure from the 
Big Game—the coach. His team may 
have enjoyed a successful season, but if 
it loses this one, he can be in trouble. 
He alone appreciates the dispropor- 
tionate importance of this one game. 
“Sure Coach Smedley finished eight and 
three again, but when was the last time 
he beat Siwash in The Big Game? | tell 
you, the man has got to go.” By the same 
token, a mediocre season can be forgot- 
ten, at least for a while, if the coach 
does win the big one. Mortal man was 
not meant to endure such pressure. 

The Big Game is a second season for 
most coaches. He must devise special 
plays, rouse his team to a special effort, 
demonstrate to students and alumni 
that he is on top of the situation, that 
his team is better prepared than for any 
other game. He will speak all week at 
alumni banquets and student rallies. 
Chances are, fresh gray hairs will ap- 
pear atop his aching head, If his team is 
the favorite, an upset can be a disaster 
for which the explanation, “Anything 
can happen in a Big Game,” will seem 
hollow and inadequate. If his team is 
the underdog, it will be expected to rise 
to new heights. Upsets, after all, are a 
tradition of Big Games. They are ex- 
pected, 

The coach, in short, cannot win, win 
or lose, His career may hang in the bal- 
ance of a single game. What is wonder- 
ful tradition to so many others can be a 
fat pain in the neck to him. His brilliant 


game plan, prepared after late hours of 


watching films and checking scouting 
reports, will finally be in the hands of 
mostly teen-age boys. Can it all be 
worth it? Well, ves. The coach, too, is 
caught up in the special excitement of 
the Big Game. He may come from a part 
of the country separated by thousands 
of miles from where he is coaching, but 
he can quickly assimilate tradition. It is 
part of his job, after all, It is his obliga- 
tion to recognize that this one game is 
more important than the others, regard- 
less of the conference standings. A 
coach from a Midwestern school built a 
huge reputation for himself on the 
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Pacific Coast by winning the Big Game 
with unfamiliar regularity. An alumnus 
of the same school, familiar with the 
tradition, may have lost his coaching 
job in part because he could not win 
the big one. Unfair? Perhaps, but it is a 
fact of the coaching life, one a coach 
overlooks at his peril. No wonder there 
are “Win-one-for-the-Gipper” speeches. 
When all else fails on Big Game Week, 
emotion must take charge. 

It may seem like harmless amuse- 
ment, but the Big Game is a complex 


event which affects the daily lives of 


numberless people. The community at 
large is intensely involved, for it too be- 
comes a focal point, The Big Game is a 
college town's annual festival. It is an 


event attended by people from all over 


the world. Even the most unsophisti- 
cated little community can take on new 
importance in this situation, If it ac- 
cepts these visitors with grace and pa- 


tience, its reputation can be made. If 


the crowds are poorly handled, it will 
suffer. 
So it affects us all in many ways, this 
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Enthusiastic fans from coast to coast pack college stadiums on big game days. 


mere football game, It is a rallying call 
to the students, a sentimental journey 
for the alumni, a critical experience for 
the players, a career risk for the coaches 
and a civic event for the communities 
involved. Mostly though, it is. like any 
worthwhile institution, a cord connect- 
ing the present with the past. It is his- 
tory in progress, the stuff of memory. 
“You think that was a good run, Well, | 
remember the one Stuffy Jordan made 
back in the ‘38 Big Game that makes 
that one look like a stroll in the coun- 
try.” 

It_ is on oceasions like these that a 
person feels he is part of something 
considerably larger than himself.

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reface: The thoughts expressed 
here are those of a senior quar- 
terback at a large university, taken 
directly from a tape recorder. His name 


is not revealed at his . As harm- 
less as some of his observations may 
seem to others, he explained, he would 
preter that no misinterpretations by his 
own team members spoil what he 
hopes will be an outstanding final year. 
“I need those guys,’ he said. “I need 
their blocking and their running and 
their pass catching.” 

(The following, therefore, is a collec- 
tion of quotes without quotation marks. 

I'll try to tell you about my job and 


how it feels (the quarterback said). Firs 

let me say I've learned a lot of humility 
since my freshman days. I came in as 
one of those high school heroes, you 
know, but I realize now there are 


people on this team who could, if 


needed, move into my spot. And I don't 
mean only the reserve quarterbacks. We 
have defensive backs on our team with 
all the qualities—leadership, — intelli- 
gence, physical strength, speed, ball 
handling, mental toughness to take a 
hit, and the ability to read defenses. 
Reading defenses: that’s the key. A 
quarterback must have certain attri- 
butes, no matter what the system. He 
must be able to handle the ball firmly, 
efficiently, confidently; to hand _ off, 
pitch out, pass to either side, short or 
long and with power/speed and accu- 
racy. He should have a strong, com- 
manding voice and a similar presence. 
So, you're not going to be a top line 
quarterback without guts, stamina, phy- 
sical resiliency (maybe we'll be wearing 


a flak vest this season), a high threshold 
of pain, the poise to know where you're 
at to the final split-second before you 
release the ball, and as I said before, an 
ability to recognize defenses and be 
able to adjust, by audibles before the 
call or by using alternates or options 
after the snap. 

After you've read basic defenses you 
must be able to probe, exploit, move 
those defenses around. And you have to 
do it whether the coach sends in the 
plays or you call them yourself. You see, 
he can’t call your audible and he can't 
tell you, for example, that the weak 
safety has decided to lay back and that 
means the pass to the flanker has sud- 
dently become a no-no, Calling a play is 
one thing; acting it out brings those 
moments of truth. 

Let me talk to the fans for a moment. 
Where do you sit? ... on the 20th, or 
40th, or 60th row? If you're anywhere 
above the first 15 rows, you will have a 
structured view, almost like the coach's 
drawings on the blackboard. It should 
be relatively easy for you to separate the 
colors of jerseys, or notice a lineman 
jumping, or a halfback slipping, or the 
flight of the ball in relation to the speed 
of the receiver. Your game, I mean your 
view, is neatly divided with the aid of

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yard marks and hash marks and out- 
ol-bounds lines. 

If vou're not in the stadium but 
watching TV, you may lose some of the 
dimension but you get it all back. and 
more, with replays in slow motion and 
isolated cameras that follow the pat- 
terns of the receivers. In a sense, 
through anticipation and constant rep- 
etition, I carry a kind of slo-mo camera 
in my head. | visualize where each 
receiver is supposed to be and can fill 
in the blanks trom knowing each pat- 
tern. 

That wouldn't be so difficult if | could 
sit in your seat, up in the press box or 
maybe with the fan in the 30th row, You 
have uninterrupted sight lines while 'm 
contused by a horizon that’s eyve-high. 
My perspective is clogged by huge 
bodies aiming at my jugular, or any 
other part of my body. If the other team 
happens to know of any injury, that’s 
the part they aim for, You have depth 
perception or multiple-dimension. | see 
a crowd, a mirage, a tightening of run- 
ning lanes or blocking angles. You SEE a 
monstrous defensive end (my mortal 
enemy) about to claw me but | can't 
hear you shout ‘Look out! I'm too busy 
concentrating on my release while 
being blind-sided. 

But it’s fun. And work. 

So, let’s go to work. Let's go out on 
the field for a sample of my problems. 
We won't try to give vou every condition 
in the Playbook but a basic idea. We try 
to give the defenses a different look and 


they do the same to us. We have run- 
ning plays that turn into passes. We 
have play-action, option and waggle 
passes. And passes that turn into run- 
ning plavs, or draws, or screen passes 
to beat a hard rush (gotta make those 
linebackers think overtime, you know), 
In our system of reading defenses, we 
call it the PSL, meaning Pre-Snap Look. | 
usually have eight to 10 seconds from 
the time we leave the huddle until the 
moment I pass the ball, or hand it off, 
As I walk the seven yards toward our 
center | begin to form an impression ot 
the detensive alignment. | look at the 
middle linebacker or what we some- 
times call the Mac. Where is he 


strong or weak side, slightly left or 


slightly right? Then | check the strong 
safety and the weak salety, and while 
I'm at it 1 sneak a glance at the depth 
of the or cornerbacks, whether they 
line up inside or outside my receivers, 

Now, this Mac-SS-WS is what we call 
Triangle. Those three players in the 
Triangle are my keys. Now my hands 
are under the center. My barked signals 
indicate the formation, whether the 
tight end is to be left or right, the actual 
play and then the snap count. 

While I'm doing this | continue to 
check the Triangle, as well as_ their 
down four tor three) linemen, their 
other linebackers and cornerbacks, | 
know there can be a dozen variations 
on coverage and I'm looking for differ- 
ent movements. Sometimes they're 
doing things that make the play we've

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selected impossible to succeed. That's 
when | may want to audible and catch 
them overshifted or just overeager. Usu- 
ally, though, an audible means I'm in a 
bit of trouble and if IT can get out of this 
pickle with a no gain, the coach will 
understand. 

Reading the defense doesn't end 
when the center gives me the football 
In some ways, it just starts. As I'm turn- 
ing back, or simply backing up to pre- 
pare for the pass, I automatically get 
the ball properly into my palm and look 
for defensive changes. 

Let's say its a strong zone but moving 
into partial man-to-man coverage. The 
Mac goes to the weak side, the weak 
safety starts toward the deep middle, 
the strong safety rolls to defend his 
deep third area while the cornerback 
takes the flat. What I've described above 
is what the defense often does on first 
down against a passing team. | may 
have to go to a secondary receiver, a 
back coming off his own block. 

Or let's say the Mac tends toward the 
strong side, the strong safety is in a 
holding situation, the weak safety be- 
comes free. Now it's more man-to-man 
and maybe I can't throw to the flanker 
as planned. Or, if they're in a rolling 
zone and I realize | can't throw to the 
finker but T can try an out pattern, | 
take five steps and the ball is gone to a 
short man. 

But let's say the weak safety comes 
up, or jams up in a blitz, right away | 
have to think, | can pass to the split end 

_ that is, if | don't get clobbered be- 
cause my weak blocking back missed 
his man. 

Sometimes the PSL may tell me im- 
mediately the way the defense is cheat- 
ing, this way or that. I see things. As a 
senior | have a built-in anticipation 
learned trom experience, from the films, 
from quarterback meetings, from what 
the coaches have told me. 

Vil tell you what's difficult for me, 
what my coaches say is standard with 
many young quarterbacks. I want to 
pound our best plays at the opponents, 
make ‘em feel we're dominant, make 
‘em knuckle under to our strength, | 
want lo pass right into the teeth of their 
zone, hit my man in that split-second 
when he’s just barely open. That's a 
thrill 

But the coaches think negatively in 
their own fashion. They give an oppo- 
nent a lot of credit ... like if they draw 
an “X" on the blackboard, it means the 
"X" will do all the right things to toil our 
offense. They tell me that if we plan 
against a perfect defense but have pa- 
tience, well ... they'll make more mis- 
takes and we'll win. I guess they're 
right. Patience is another virtue for 
quarterbacks, I'm still learning, 
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the shelf with a knee injury in Decem- 
ber; and 6-6 forward Ricky Frazier, who 
was Metro Conference Freshman of the 
Year when he averaged 13.7 points for 
St. Louis two years ago. 

Assuming Stewart, who is Missouri's 
all-time winningest coach (202-168 in 12 
seasons), can fit this talent together, the 
Tigers loom as the ones to beat in 1980. 
But the league isn’t void of other con- 
tenders. 

Oklahoma found what it was like to 
win a Big Eight title last season, the 
Sooners’ first in 20 years. “It’s going to 
be harder to win it a second time,” says 
Coach Dave Bliss. But he may have the 
horses to match the 21-10 record of 
1979's NCAA-tourney team. 

He lost all-league forward John 
McCullough and valuable sixth man 
Cary Carrabine, but he returns 6-9 cen- 
ter Al Beal (12.5 ppg, 9.1 rpg), 6-8 for- 
ward Terry Stotts (14.5 ppg, 5.7 rpg), 
guard Aaron Curry (9.9) and playmaker 
Ray Whitley (11.0). Lester Pace gave evi- 
dence late in his freshman season that 
he’s a capable backup for Beal. 

Bliss looks for this year's edition to 
have more quickness and more depth. 
New faces likely to play are 6-7 transfer 
Steve Bajema (‘He may be the first 
legitimate power forward we've had,” 
says Bliss), 6-3 junior college transfer 
Bennie Goldwire and freshmen Bo 
Overton, Rick Moorhead and Chuckie 
Barnett. Overton, a guard, was the top 
prospect in Oklahoma and the 6-6 


Moorhead and 6-4 Barnett are from In- 
diana where Bliss still has ties from 
when he assisted Bobby Knight. 

Perennial power Kansas was a disap- 
pointment last season when it started 
as the preseason favorite and finished 
in a second-place tie with Kansas State 
and Nebraska. The Jayhawks have the 
horses to do better than their 18-11 
then, 

They start with guard Darnell Valen- 
tine, a 16.1 scorer and the Big Eight 
leader in assists and steals as a sopho- 
more. This season he'll probably team 
with all-everything freshman Ricky Ross 
to give the Jayhawks a dream backcourt. 
The 6-5 Ross may provide the outside 
shooting punch the Jayhawks have 
been lacking. He averaged 32 points a 
game in leading Wichita South to con- 
secutive state titles. 

At guard, Kansas also has junior Wil- 
more Fowler (9-2) and another gifted 
freshman, Keith Douglas, who averaged 
26 points a game in Quincy, Ill. Veterans 
Tony Guy (9.2), Booty Neal and Ran- 
dolph Carroll are all 6-5 and can swing 
between guard and forward. Front line 
returnees include 6-8 Johnny Crawford 
110.2 ppg, 54 rpg), 6-7 David Magley, 
who has undergone shoulder surgery; 
6-6 Mac Stalleup and 6-9 Chester Giles. 
Center is a question mark with the de- 
parture of seven-footer Paul Mokeski. 
Mark Snow, a 6-10 Californian, was

the offensive lineman 
was considered — the 
buffoon on the football 
team, The guv who 
sweated and toiled in 
‘the trenches” was considered a big 
dumb galoot whose only tunction was 
to create big holes tor the Hashy backs 
to run through and score touchdowns 

The modern college football offensive 
lineman does not resemble in any 
manner a low order of homo sapiens 
Like the fairy tale, it’s just not so. 

Today's offensive lineman must, if he 
is to succeed in his endeavors, be 
highly intelligent. The sophistication of 
college defenses has necessitated the 
use of intelligent people in the offensive 
line. 

In today's game, an offensive team 
will perhaps run 15 to 20 plays to each 
side of the line. An offensive lineman 
must be able not only to carry out his 
basic blocking assignments on these 
plavs, but also to absorb all the defen- 
sive team’s variations, 

rhe offensive lineman today faces any 
number of defensive alignments—tfour- 
to-seven and eight-man fronts, odd and 
even defenses and the refinement of 
those to different shades. He must also 
pick up a myriad of linebackers’ stunts 
and blitzes 

As one coach puts it, an offensive 
lineman must identify, recognize, evalu- 
ate and execute within about five sec- 
onds after the huddle break. A defen- 
sive player can instinctively go for the 
ball. 

Not only must the offensive lineman 
be a thinker, he must coordinate his 
thinking with-his fellow linemen, In that 
two-or three-second span at the line of 
scrimmage before the snap of the ball, 
for example, say the detensive front 
switches, The left tackle must, in a split

When a team is fortunate enough to 
have a group which is able to work to- 
gether in this manner, it has the poten- 
tial for a great offensive line. If an indi- 
vidual is taken off this team and put on 
another, he might not be able to func- 
tion as well 

What kind of people are offensive 
linemen?, What makes these players 
perform in an area where anonymity is 
the rule rather than the exception? 

Psychologically, one coach says, the 
offensive lineman must have a great 
sense of pride in his performance. They 
generally are young men who are totally 
unselfish, who are proud to sacrifice for 
the good of all. One coach says the of- 
fensive lineman is generally the least- 
spoiled voungster. He is usually highly 
disciplined, has excellent school work 
habits and does not cause internal 
problems 

Coaches often use grading systems as 
incentive motives for offensive linemen. 
The lineman is the first attacker, but he 
is using artificial skills—he can't use 
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Offensive linemen must coordinate their thinking t 
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his hands to grab and sling an oppo- 
nent away. He must use his torso and 
therefore his aggressiveness has to 
come in a legislated manner. He does 
have a small initial advantage of know- 
ing where the ball is going and when 
the ball is to be snapped. 

The grading systems help sustain an 
offensive lineman and, along with pats 
on the back by the ball carriers and 
coaches, are all most offensive linemen 
need to be satisfied,

Regardless of how great an individual 
offensive lineman is, he is not going to 
perform perfectly. When people talk 
about an offensive line “blowing the de- 
fensive line off the line of scrimmage,” 
this is generally imaginary. It’s difficult 
and nigh impossible to consistently 
knock a 270-pound defensive tackle 
who can use his hands off the line of 
scrimmage in nine-tenths of a second. 
The curtailment) of the  defender's 
movement is generally what = most 
coaches would accept as a job well 
done. 

Most coaches say the average size of 
a college offensive lineman today would 
be 6-3 and about 245 pounds. Raw tal- 
ent, naturally, worked into a cohesive 
unit would be the epitome of a success- 
ful offensive line. What most coaches 
look for in an offensive lineman is the 
ability to move his feet quickly and his 
initial explosion in delivering a block. 
The ability to stay on his feet and his 
follow through are requisites. 

The difference in individual greatness 
as opposed to unit superiority often is 


in the eyes of the beholder, one coach 
says. A pulling guard or tackle, for 
example, might be leading a sweep to 
the outside where he is visible to the 
reporters’ and fans’ eves. And, if he 
succeeds in delivering a crucial block 
and he does it consistently, he gets the 


accompanying publicity, setting him 
aside from his teammates, 
The leader of the unsung group 


doesn't necessarily come from a_par- 
ticular position. However, some coaches 
look to the team center as a leader. He 
usually breaks the huddle with a lot of 
zip and can set a tone for the offensive 
line, 

The center sometimes is compared to 
a point guard in basketball, This doesn't 
always hold true, however. Some 
coaches like the strong side tackle to be 
a leader, for a couple of reasons, Most 
teams generally run to the right side 
and the crucial spot is right tackle. The 
defensive team usually has one of its 
better plavers opposing the right tackle. 
This creates putting the offense’s best 
against the defense’s best. The leader 
may come from any position, though, 
because of dominant personality. 

Ottensive linemen — stick together. 
More often than not they are room- 
mates and close friends because they 
will—and must—learn the — other's 
strengths and weaknesses. They must 
learn at a glance what each is thinking 
and how they will react, because in the 
line they are under constant pressure. 
They must have good rapport and be 
able to communicate with each other, 
In learning their positions they must 
learn each other's patterns and 
idiosyncrasies as well as the techniques 
of blocking skills. This all goes into the 
offensive lineman’s thinking and con- 
centration on the countless two- and 
three-minute battles at the line. 

As one coach says, offensive linemen 
are birds of a feather and they must 
flock together to achieve success. @

f you have followed football even 

casually over the years, you must be 

well acquainted with what a goal- 
line defense is. 

But what about the sideline defense? 
Have you ever heard of that? 

Well, it's strictly illegal and definitely 
not recommended, but it has provided 
some of the most shocking plays in 
football history. 

This involves a frustrated player— 
somebody who is not in the game— 
leaving the sideline to tackle an oppo- 
nent heading for the goal line, And 
would you believe, it has even worked 
several times! 

The most celebrated sideline tackle 
was the Cotton Bowl 12th man of 1954, 
when Alabama's Tommy Lewis rudely 
interrupted a 95-yard run by Dicky 
Moegle of Rice. 

Many fans will recall that one be- 
cause it happened in the glare of the 
national limelight, and Lewis became 
somewhat of a post-game hero with his 
explanation, 

"I'm too emotional,” he said. “Il kept 


telling myself, ‘I didn’t do it, | didn't do 
it! I was just too full of Alabama, He ran 
too close to the sideline.’ 

Instead of being the goat as he'd ex- 
pected, Lewis found himself extolled as 
the All-American boy on radio and TV 
and in the newspapers, many feeling 
that being “Too full of Alabama” was a 
good thing. 

Thus, over the years while that play 
was an unscheduled highlight of the 
Cotton Bowl game, few recall what the 
real hero did that afternoon. 

Moegle’s 95-yard touchdown was al- 
lowed, of course, and he had two others 
on runs of 79 and 34 yards in Rice's 
28-6 victory. His 265-yard rushing total 
still stands as a major-bowl record. 

In an earlier football era, another 95- 
yard touchdown was permitted when 
Oregon beat Washington in 1929, al- 
though Oregon's Bobby Robinson never 
reached the goal. He intercepted a pass 
at his five, broke into the clear, then was 
tackled by a substitute from the Wash- 
ington bench. 

Almost invariably, these tackles are 


made by disheartened players when 
the game has long since been lost. In 
1949, for example, a reserve tackle for 
Washington and Lee named Bob Smith 
was on his way to the dressing room in 
the closing seconds of a 27-7 loss to Vir- 
ginia. Suddenly, overcome by what he 
saw happening, Smith darted from the 
sidelines and tackled a touchdown- 
bound Virginia runner, then slipped off 
the field unnoticed. No score! 

Even more incredible was an incident 
in 1959 when Cornell College of lowa 
played at Monmouth College. Mon- 
mouth's Joe Suffield left his bench and 
tackled a Cornell punt returner, Bob 
Hilmer, who was near the sideline and 
racing toward the end zone. Suffield 
calmly strolled off the field and no 
touchdown was awarded, although the 
officials did drop a flag on the play. 
Cornell was called for clipping! 

Oh well, it made no difference, be- 
cause Cornell was cruising to a 34-8 vic- 
tory, but not until the movies arrived 
did Hilmer’s claim that he'd been tack-

Colorado, which will be opening a 
new arena, could be called the dark- 
horse in the title race.

Apparently only once in recorded 
football history has a sideline tackler 
interfered with what turned out to be 
the game-winning touchdown. 

This occurred in the game of the year 
in 1918, shortly after the end of World 
War |, The opponents were Navy and 


the Great Lakes Navy team, both of 


which were unbeaten. 

Great Lakes featured such future pro 
stars-to-be as Paddy Driscoll and 
George Halas, who would soon help 
form the National Football League. 

A Rose Bowl bid was on the line and 
Great Lakes won the game and invita- 
tion, 7-6, because of a touchdown that 


was never scored. A Naval Academy 
substitute named W. H. Saunders saw to 
that, 

The same compulsion that would 
later strike Tommy Lewis and Joe Sul- 
field sent Saunders roaring onto the 
field to pull down Great Lakes’ Harry 
Eilson, who was speeding goalward 
with a recovered fumble. 

It almost precipitated a riot among

ture officers of the Academy. When the 
officials debated what to do, an Admiral 
left the stands and ordered them to 
allow the touchdown. 

Halas later explained one of the rea- 
sons for the near-riot. It wasn’t so much 
the importance of the game itself, said 
George, as the fact that some of the in- 
vading sailors from Great Lakes had wa- 


gered all the money they had on the 


outcome, and they didn’t intend to lose 
it that way. 

In the ensuing years these sideline 
tackles have occurred on the average of 
about one per decade. 

In 1950 Francis Cox of Lewis and 
Clark was in the clear with a pass when 
he was jolted to the turf by a bench 
warmer, Paul Jewell of Williamette. 
Lewis and Clark won the game, 20-6. 

And not too many years back, in the 
lowa State-Oklahoma State game of 
1973, lowa State's Buddy Hardeman was 
prevented from scoring a 74-yard 
touchdown by another of these stun- 
ning tackles. 

Oklahoma State’s Deacon Stephens, a 
reserve offensive lineman, stopped 


Hardeman with a clothes-line tackle in 
front of his bench. 


The touchdown was allowed and 
Iowa State won the game, 28-12. After- 
wards lowa State Coach Earle Bruce 
said: “I think Stephens might be playing 
the wrong position, A guy who can 
tackle like that ought to be playing de- 
fense.” 

Although the football archives show 
most of these interlopers to be oppos- 
ing players, there have been occasions 
when fans sought to get into the act. 

Perhaps the most famous incident of 
this type occured in 1940, when Michi- 
gan and the great Tommy Harmon were 
plaving at California. 

Harmon was having a field day, lead- 
ing the Wolverines to a 41-0 victory, and 
near the end of one of his touchdown 
runs a spectator tore through the end 
zone and lunged at the Michigan star. 
The fan missed the tackle, though, and 
was promptly carted off to jail, 

Thus, a San Francisco sportswriter 
explained the onesided game this way:

college football players surface, the label “All-American” 
more often than not will be tossed in as an adjective. 

In nearly every instance, it will be a misnomer. 

No tag used in conjunction with Saturday's Heroes is more 
misused than All-American. 

In recent vears fewer than 40 performers have been annu- 
ally awarded All-America certificates, yet the ranks of those 
supposedly honored swells year after year. 

Only four All-America teams are currently recognized by 
the National Collegiate Athletic Association—those selected 
by the Associated Press, United Press International, the Foot- 
ball Writers Association of America and the American Foot- 
ball Coaches Association. A fifth team of great significance is 
the Academic All-American squad, selected by the sports 


8 wenty years hence, whenever the names of present-day 


information directors. 

There are other All-America teams these days, but they are 
not recognized by the NCAA for such various reasons as 
being put together by pro scouts or being regional in scope. 

No two of the recognized teams are compiled in similar 
fashion. Each has specific guidelines. 

Briefly, here is the process used by each organization: 

Associated Press—In the past, sectional teams were se- 
lected by the regional sports editors. These men then dis- 
cussed their picks via conference telephone calls until an 
All-America team was chosen. This year a five-man board 
representing each of the NCAA districts—East, Midwest, 
South, Southwest and Far West—will receive input from the 
various bureaus in their area prior to drafting an All-America 
team. Once again, the final makeup of the team will be de- 
termined via conference calls among 
the five board members and an AP 
sportswriter in New York City. 

United Press International—Members 
of the media select the UPI dream team. 
Writers, broadcasters and telecasters are 
invited to vote for an All-America team. 
The ballots are counted at the New York 
office. Between 200 and 300 persons 
usually vote. 

Football Writers Association of 
America—The writers’ selection pro- 
cess is initiated in late summer when 
the incoming president names an All- 
America committee composed of per- 
sons from eight sections of the United 
States. Committee members are in- 
structed to “make contact” with 
coaches and sports information direc- 
tors in their area to solicit nominations 
for the A.A. squad, The nominations ap- 
pear in the October issue of Fifth 
Down—the writers’ publication. Mem- 
bers of the organization vote on the 
nominations and that balloting is used 
as a guideline. During the season the 
committeemen continue to talk with 
coaches and SIDs to determine who is 
performing well. In mid to late Novem- 
ber a conference telephone call is held 
to select the squad. If there are serious 
differences, the committee meets— 
usually at Chicago—to finalize the 
squad. 

Football Coaches Association of 
America—Once again the committee 
system is employed. The committee is 
composed of three men from each of 
the nine districts. Nominations are col- 
lected from the schools and late in the

squad, 

Academic Team—Citing — scholar- 


athletes for their combined perform- 
ances on the gridiron and in the 
classroom was started in 1955 by Lester 
Jordan of Southern Methodist. The 
players are nominated by the SIDs, then 
the entire membership votes on the 
team, 

Throughout the years there have been 
nearly two dozen major All-America 
teams—some selected by magazines, 
some by individuals and some by 
groups in addition to those of the wire 
services. In addition, many other teams 
have seen print, but they were primarily 
regional in nature. 

Many football followers assume that 
Walter Camp originated and _ selected 
the early All-America teams. Extensive 
inquiries into the matter have uncov- 
ered substantial evidence that Caspar 
W. Whitney was, in reality, the first man 
to put together an All-America team. 

A leading authority on sports and big 
game hunting, Whitney was part owner 
of a small magazine known as The 
Week's Sport and a friend of Camp. Ac- 
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cording to a study undertaken by 
Clarence G. McDavitt, a Dartmouth 
alumnus, Whitney turned to Camp for 
advice. Camp worked with Whitney on 
the first two teams, selected in 1889 and 
1890. In 1891 Whitney began picking 
teams for Harper's Weekly. 

The first team definitely known to 
have been selected by Camp was in 1897 
for Harper's Weekly. In 1898 when Camp 
selected a team for Collier's, he also 
listed names of players previously an- 
nounced in Harper's under Whitney's 
name from 1889 to 1896. Camp gave no 
credit to Whitney. 

Because no credit for the teams was 
given to Whitney the implication was 
that Camp authored the squads. 

Camp died in 1925 and was suc- 
ceeded by Grantland Rice at Collier's. 

It is appropriate the first name listed 
on the All-America honor role is Amos 
Alonzo Stagg, a Yale end in 1889 who 
went on to become one of the most fa- 
mous men associated with the sport. 

As long as the game of college football 
is contested there will always be All- 
America teams. There also will be far 
more All-Americans than were actually 
selected,

has in recent years added several 
agriculture-related courses, on topics 
such as water law, agricultural law, 
and taxation of ranchers and farmers. 
Strong hopes for the addition of 
others on the development of oil and 
gas resources. He said courses in these 
areas and insurance are “anticipated 
to be of special interest to students 
who will practice in greater Ne- 
braska."" He estimated that 80 to 90 
per cent of the College’s students are 
Nebraska residents, and 75 per cent of 
its graduates stay in the state to set up 
practice. Of that portion, he said, “a 
substantial number" go to outstate 
areas. 

Another boost to NU law students is 
provided by an award funded by the 
family of late Nebraska Supreme 
Court Justice Robert Simmons, father 
of the NU regent of the same name. 
The award is given to the student who 
authors the piece of legal writing of 
most value to the Nebraska prac- 
titioner. The $500 prize was awarded 
for the first time in October at the an- 
nual meeting of the Nebraska Bar As- 
sociation. 

In addition to its other state- 
oriented activities, Strong said. the 
College “continues to develop search 
programs concerned with the legal 
aspects of Nebraska interests. For sev- 
eral years. we have had a water law 
research program supported by a 
grant from Mr. Richard H. Larson.” 
This research, he said, aids the state in 
considerations on handling its water 
resources. 

But in spite of the local emphasis, 
national affairs are not neglected. In 
the 1978-79 academic year. for exam- 


ple, speakers of such stature as former 
Watergate special prosecutor Leon 
Jaworski and eminent constitutional 
law scholar Ronald Dworkin of Ox- 
ford were brought in under the 
Cline-Williams and Pound lec- 
tureships. 


Practical Training 


In its quest for excellence, Strong 
said, the Law College also is seeking 
to respond to increasing demands for 
more practical training. To help pro- 
vide this, a Criminal Prosecutions 
Clinic was begun this fall. In the 
clinic, students work with the county 
attorney in prosecuting mis- 
demeanors. Also, the existing Trail 
Advocacy Program which teaches 
trial skills has “‘expanded dramat- 
ically” in the last two years, according 
to Strong. In this program, full-time 
faculty members are assisted in 
teaching by active practitioners. one 
of whom this semester is the Hon. 
Warren kK. Urbom, Chief Judge of the 
U.S. District Court for the District of 
Nebraska. About 90 students each 
year participate in the program. 

Also to be continued are the Client 
Counseling course, which provides 
training in interviewing, advising, 
and counseling clients, and the Civil 
Clinical Program, in which third-year 
students represent Legal Aid clients. 

Another innovation which will aid 
students’ practical training is the im- 
plementation of computer research 
equipment. Such equipment, Strong 
said, “ties into a national data bank 
encompassing judicial decisions in all 
states since 1976, with full text avail- 
able. Within these students’ legal 
lifetimes, all legal research will be 
done on machine.” 

Nebraska's practical training efforts 
appear to be achieving the desired re- 
sults. Evidence of this is the NU Law 


College's finish in the National Moot 
Court Regional Competition. One of 
its two teams last year placed first 
among 16 entries from eight schools. 

Two out of the three students on the 
team were women; reflective of the 
fact that women are no longer a rarity 
in law colleges. For the last three 
years, they have made up about one- 
third of the NU school’s enrollment. 
Strong also would like to attract to the 
College more members of racial 
minority groups, “especially ‘indi- 
genous’ peoples such as Native 
Americans and Chicanos.” Currently, 
Strong estimates, such persons ac- 
count for about three per cent of the 
student body. 


Enrollment Steady 


Enrollment in the College has re- 
mained steady at about 450 despite a 
lower application rate for law schools 
nationwide. The move to a new 
building in 1975 increased the 
number who could be admitted in 
each class from approximately 110 to 
170. Strong described the student- 
faculty ratio as “fairly favorable, and 
consistent with national standards" of 
about 22:1, 

The amount of financial aid avail- 
able to NU law students increased 
greatly with the establishment two 
years ago of the Winthrop and Frances 
Lane Foundation of Omaha. About 30 
to 40 students each year benefit from 
$30,000 in scholarship money ad- 
ministered by the organization. The 
Foundation was established in honor 
of the late Lane, a prominent Omaha 
attorney, by his wife’s will. 

Graduates of the NU Law College 
usually go into general practice with 
established law firms, but Strong said 
a ‘‘substantial number” go into gov- 
ernment and increasing numbers are 
taking positions with corporations.
